A THREE DAYS’ ENGAGEMENT 


In the Vicinity of Mukden Is Said 
To Be Merely An Advance 
Guard Skirmish. 


'CAUSES TRUCE. 


The Russian War Office has received 
Information to the effect that the Jap¬ 
anese general attack on Port Arthur 
which was begun Saturday was re¬ 
pulsed. the Japanese sustaining heavy 
losses. A report from Gen. Kuropatkln 
tells of a three day*?' engagement near 
the tillage of Tslnkhetchen, the fighting 
still being In progress when his latest 
dlsrpntch was tiled. Mukden dispatches 
say, however, that the fighting Is not 
serious, but merely an advance guard 
skirmish. 


St. Petersburg. Nov. 28. 7 23 p. m.— 
The War Office has received Informa- 


lt Is stated In Washington that Ad¬ 
miral Dewey probably will decline to sit 
on the Anglo-Russlnn North Sea Com¬ 
mission. Admiral Dewey would outrank 
all the other members of the board 
and by etiquette probably would be 
elected presiding officer. Owing to the 
delicate situation, the Admiral sees a 
possibility of complications and em¬ 
barrassment to the Government which 
be does not care to encounter. 


With*but few exceptions, the election 
of chairmen by Democratic Committees 
yesterday over the State wns done har¬ 
moniously. In Montgomery county 
there was a split, two chairmen being 
elected. The election of Clarence 
Finn as chairman of the Owensboro 
City Democratic Committee caused a 
protest on the ground that he is a 
candidate for office. There will also be 
n contest In Kenton. 


President Roosevelt's special train 
will rench Washington this morning. 
Only brief stops were made on the re¬ 
turn trip from St. Louis. The President 
made- short talks to the crowds at Rich¬ 
mond, Ind.; Coldmbus and Dennison, 
O.; Pittsburg and other places. The 
run otherwise was devoid of Interest. 


The full bench of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals will hear arguments to-day on th© 
motion of Congressman Kehoe to dis¬ 
solve the injunction granted in Harri¬ 
son and Fleming counties to compel the 
Election Commissioners to count the 
vote In one precinct In each county.

Moil from Che Foo that the Japanese 
assault on Tort Arthur Saturday was 
repulsed with enormous losses. 

Gen. Kuropatkln, under yesterday's 
date, reports that the Japanese offen¬ 
sive movement, which began November 
24 near the village of Tslh».'~etcfcen. on 
tho front of the left flank, was of an 
indecisive character up to 4 p. m. No¬ 
vember 26, and was checked by the 
Russian Are. Although the lighting 
bad then lasted three days, the Rus¬ 
sian treope were in excellent spirits. 

A later dispatch from Gen. Kuropat¬ 
kln reports that the night of November 
27 passed quietly at Tslnkhetchen, but 
that the Japanese resumed the offensive 
at 7 o'clock this morning on the Rus¬ 
sian left flank.

The General Staff's View. 

The opinion Is now expressed by the 
general staff that the Japanese Intend 
taking the offensive, as they cannot af¬ 
ford to wait till the Russians ore fur¬ 
ther re-enforced. It is held that the 
fighting to the eastward Is doubtless 
with the purpose of feeling out the 
Russian positions preparatory to an ad¬ 
vance In that direction; but as there 
are about 7.000 Russian troops south¬ 
west of Slntrintln, where fighting oc¬ 
curred on November 26. and probably 
twice as many' more in the mountains 
between Bentslnputze and Slntrintln. 
any Japanese move from this quarter 
would entail serious lighting. At the 
same time correspondents at the front 
continue to scout the Idea of serious 

fighting being imminent.

Sakharoff's Report. 

Gen. Sakharoff to-day telegraphed as 
follows: 

‘The Japanese attack on Tsinkhet- 
chen was checked by our artillery fire, 
and the fighting ceased at 6 o'clock In 
the evening of November 27. At no 
point did thq enemy adVance nearer 
than within 6to* paces of our positions. 
In the midst of the battle a blinding 
snowstorm caused a suspension of hos¬ 
tilities, and when the weather cleared 
nt 3 o'clock In the afternoon a turning 
movement against our right flank was 
observed." 


Kuropatkic Rushes Up and Down 
the Russian Lines.

Washington. Nov. 28.—fSpocial.]— 
Naturally a howl is going up from the 
extreme stand-pattern, led by tho 
American Prote<!tlve Tariff League’s 
"American Economist," over the grow¬ 
ing sentiment for a revision of the 
In riff. The. Economist declares that for 
the Republican party "to stand pat Is 
the way to keep out of trouble." and 
asks "has the Republican party ar¬ 
rived at a point where it Is prepared 
to say prices are too high; the tariff 
must be reduced; prices of commodities 
must be cut down: prices of labor must 
also be decreased?" Mr. Wilbur F. 
WaHeman himself is expected In Wash¬ 
ington this week or early next month 
to talk over with the President the 
great mistake the party will make If 
It harms a single hair of the Dingloy 
ineasuie. That the stand-patters are 
thoroughly alarmed over the proposi¬ 
tions to reduce and that they will bit¬ 
terly oppose it need not be doubted for 
a minute. They are also a very pow¬ 
erful faction and furnished a big part 
of the contributions in the Republican 
campaign fund. But the question will 
not down.

Mr. Chandler's Views. 

"The tendency of the leaders In Con¬ 
gress for the last few years to soy 
that no line of our tariff legislation 
should be touched Is wholly foolish, and 
the quicker we get away as a party 
from that point of view the better." 
said former Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire. to-Oay. "Whenever men 
go before Congress to urge a change In 
the tariff, either the raising or the 
lowering of a duty. I care not which 
thi»y should be heard respectfully and 
tf they sustain their point the change 
should be made. It Is ridiculous to 
present a stone wall of obstruction 
against all proposed modifications of 
the revenue laws, such ns we have 
been doing In recent years. That the 
tariff should always be subject to re¬ 
vision Is point one. 

"Any public proclamation of the Re¬ 
publican party, however, that a gen¬ 
eral revision of the tariff wa« required 
or ought to be conceded, would he verj 
foolish. There has been no demonstra¬ 
tion that it is necessary or that the peo¬ 
ple want It." 

"Then you would oppose an extra 
session In the spring, called especially 
to consider this subject?" 

"Called especially for tariff revision, 
yes, but called for general business uf 
which tariff changes should be a part, 
no. This Is a big country and Congress 
ought always to be called In session In 
April rather than wait until Decem¬ 
ber before the nominating conventions 
of the next congressional contest, be¬ 
fore organizing the House. I wish an 
April session were tho regular thing, 
and to help the custom along I should 
like to see one called next year."

Congressmen. The returns from eight of 
the eleven Congrseional district* were 
canvassed, all returns In these race* 
hrfng In. with the exception of the 
Ninth, Eighth and Eleventh districts, 
but the Issuing of certificates was 
postponed until to-morrow. 

All returns in the national race are 
lr>, with rhe exception of those from 
the counties of Harrison and Rockcas¬ 
tle. The returns from Harrison are 
delayed by the legal proceedings In the 
Bennett-Kehoe cdnttst, but no explan¬ 
ation has been offered the commission 
for the failure to make returns of the 
election held In Rockcastle.

Let Us Begin. At Home. 

Aiken. South Carolina, has set an ex¬ 
ample which ought to be followed In 
every State of the South, to say noth¬ 
ing of the other parte of the country. 
So great was the interest in the affair 
that a half-holiday was observed and 
tile business men of the town closed 
their doors and went over to the court¬ 
house, where they organized the Aiken 
County Law' and Order League. 

The purpose of this league is to abol¬ 
ish lynching®, to enforce civic disquali¬ 
fications against monolayers and to ex¬ 
ecute the law against concealed weap¬ 
ons. 

The members of the league pledge 
themselves “^o carry no concealed 
w eapons, to inform on and assist in the 
prosecution of all who do carry them; 
never to assist by their presence at a 
lynching or to withhold Information 
against those who do so assist, and 
never to vote for any one who has com- 
mitted homicide, but to favor the dis¬ 
franchisement and disqualification for 
office of such persona" 

Muj. Hammond, in an address at the 
meeting, is reported by the New York 
f?un as giving statistics to show that 
'Tyr.things, reaidy-weapon killings and 
immunity for the murderer? are partic¬ 
ularly frequent In South Carolina. They 
put the number of homicides from July 

1 to September 30 of the present year at 
fifty-four, besides sixty-eight other as¬ 
saults with intent to kill. The annual 
report of the Attorney General for 1902. 
which does r.ot differ materially from 
that of some years preceding, enumer¬ 
ates 2 104 caec 3 of crime as tried and 
disponed of In 1002. This Is only an ap¬ 
proximate statement of the crimes 
committed, there being many oases 
w here, for different reasons, there was 
no prosecution or examination made by 
tho courts. One-half of the accused 
were pronounced innocent by the 
courts. Many more than half of those 
charged with murder and assault with 
intent to kill were declared not guilty." 

It is too often the case that we in 
the South attempt to make some ex¬ 
cuse for lynch law by saying that It Is 
provoked by the crime against woman¬ 
hood. Maj. Hammond showed the fal¬ 
lacy of this. He pointed out that "of 
the 2,875 lyncblngs recorded ae oc¬ 
curring In recent years in. the United 
States-—100 of them, I regret profound¬ 
ly to say, in Carolina—only nineteen 
In every 100 were for this offense. The 
other eighty-one cases arose from fifty- 
six different cause?, ranging from mur¬ 
der all the way down to personal un- 
popullrltyl" 

The South has a right to call atten¬ 
tion to the fact that human nature is 
the same the country over; that similar 
'crimes arouse the same resentment. 
North or South. East or West. But 
It Is rw> Justification of mob law In the 
South to show chat under similar con¬ 
ditions mob la-w is resojyrted to 
el~wftere. Whatever indictments may 
b* brought against other sec¬ 
tions. there Is no denying that an 
Indictment holds against us for the fre- 
quency of our homicides and of our 
lynchtngs. It Is time that we were hon¬ 
estly recognizing this and curing our- 

Ives, rather than bandying counter- 
cbarges with others who prefer to ex¬ 
claim against our defects to reforming 
their own.

No Hope For the Consumer. 

Secretary Shaw has been credited, In 
consequence of a recent utterance, with 
favoring a small measure of tariff re¬ 
form. What he said was that he would 
favor such a change in the law as 
would permit shoe manufacturers to get 
a rebate of the tax paid on hides. This 
was a concession to the New England 
demand for free hides. The election of 
a shoe manufacturer to be Governor of 
Massachusetts on this platform has In¬ 
dued Mr. Shaw to think that some 
concession should be made to that 
sentiment. 

Mr. Shaw was not as well advised as 
the Secretary of the Treasury should 
have beeu in attempting to discuss a 
question Immediately within his prov¬ 
ince. He said the law allows a draw¬ 
back on leather exported, and he pro¬ 
posed to extend it to shoes also. The 
truth is, the law already allows a draw¬ 
back of the tax on hides used In the 
manufacture of shoes for export. This 
drawback has actually been paid in 
some cases, though it is so much 
trouble to get it. under tho rules adopted 
that the law does not work very satis¬ 
factorily. However, the law exists, and 
Secretary Shaw ought to have known 
It. 

The upholders of the Dlngley act fre¬ 
quently say that It compels the for¬ 
eigner to pay the tariff tax. But the 
drawback feature of the law Is especial¬ 
ly intended to prevent the foreigner 
from paring the tax on Imported ma¬ 
terial. Foreign hides are Imported, and 
pay a tax. They are made Into leather, 
and the leather into shoes, and the tax 
is added to the price of the leather and 
shoes used at home. But on the leath¬ 
er and shoes exported there^ls a draw¬ 
back, which permits them to be sold 
abroad at a lower price than they com¬ 
mand at home. The drawback Is, 
therefore, wholly In the Interest of the 
foreigner, and does the domestic con¬ 
sumer no good. He pays the tax for 
himself and the foreigner, too. 

But the concession does not satisfy 
the manufacturers of shoes, In whose 
Interest it Is chiefly proposed. Nor 
would it satisfy them if the methods of 
obtaining the drawback were made 
easier. Of the shoes made in the United 
States, about lVi per cent, are exported; 
while 9S% per cent are consumed at 
home. The most liberal drawback law 
would not have any effect upon the 
prices to be charges for 98Vi per cent, 
of the product. The manufacturer adds 
the tax on hides to the price of the 
shoes, but It is well known that the 
higher , prices curtail consumption. 
These sales, therefore, are smaller than 
they would be If their material were 
cheaper. There Is a duty on shoes, alBo, 
but the manufacturers feel so secure of 
the home market that they say they 
would cheerfully give up the duty on 
their products If they could have free 
raw material. Instead of this, they are 
offered a drawback, which the law gives 
them already, nominally at least, on 1% 
per cent, of their output. This is not 
very likely to content them. 

It Is only fair to say that the demand 
from New England people for free coal 
and free hides Is no more meritorious 
than the denied of other sections for 
loweT duties. They wish the tariff re¬ 
moved from their particular commod¬ 
ities because it costs them money or 
interferes With, their business. But 
every other tax costs somebody some¬ 
thing, and whoever pays it has a right 
to demand that It be reasonable and 
necessary. The proposition of Secretary 
Shaw indicates a fixed purpose not to 
do anything for the home consumer. 
Only the foreigner is t# get the benefit 
of the drawback In the reduced price 
of his goods, and the domestic manu¬ 
facturer will hope to get a larger for¬ 
eign market. The consumer at home 
will continue to pay the tax and the 
domestic market will not be enlarged 
by a reduction of prices. The consum¬ 
ers, having by their votes professed 
themselves satisfied with existing con¬ 
ditions. can hardly complain that their 
Interests are wholly disregarded. They 
will continue to bo neglectel until the 
consumers of the whole country as¬ 
sert themselves, as was done on a limit¬ 
ed scale this yeaT by a number of the 
consumers of Massachusetts, backed by 
a number of the manufacturers who 
wanted free materials.

MANUTACTURER PUNISHED BY 
UNITED STATES COURT. 

James H. Parkhurst Was Accused of 
Using the Mails With Fraud¬ 
ulent Intent. 


The Jefferson Fund. 

"He: • was burled Thomas Jefferson, 
author of the* declaration of American 
Independence, of thu statute of Virginia 
for religious freedom, and father of the 
University" cf Virginia.” 

This, written by Jefferson himself, is 
the inscription .on h»s tomb, overlook¬ 
ing the noble University which he 
founded. 

There could be no better evidence 
that he considered Its creation one of 
his greatest works than this proo-f that, 
among all Ms great works, he singled 
It out as one of three by which he most 
preferred that his name should be per¬ 
petuated. Even his purchase of the 
Louisiana territory, by which he more 
than doubled the domain of his coun¬ 
try, was not considered by him as an 
achievement of us much Importance as 
the establishment of the university. 

Surely in no other manner could the 
country signalize Its Indebtedness to 
Jefferson than by the endowment of 
the university which/ was his love and 
pride. And surely there could be no 
better time than the present for rals^ 
ing such a fund. Even newspapers 
that have stood for everything that 
Jefferson condemned heartily approve 
the proposition. Nowhere, for Instance, 
could there be an organ of more un- 
Jeffersonian theories and practices than 
Is the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. "But," 
says this journal, "these Louisiana cen¬ 
tennial day? are calculated to strength¬ 
en the influences that will furnish re¬ 
lief to Jefferson's big school. For the 
past seven months the United States 
and the world have been celebrating 
the centennial erf a great Jefferson 
achievement, and the time ought to be 
favorable for the completion of the fund 
to the institution which he devised and 
launched. Throughout his whole life 
Jefferson was an ardent friend of pop¬ 
ular education. The University of Vir¬ 
ginia Is one of his monuments. It 
stands for the culture and the general 
advancement of the great State which 
for half a century led the South and 
the country in the political and social 
life of the nation. Not only in the 
South, but throughout the North and 
West, should the movement for the 
Jefferson fund of the University of Vir¬ 
ginia receive prompt and substantial 
support. It Is understood that the uni¬ 
versity is in financial straits, and the 
subscription of this sum would be a 
permanent benefit for one of the coun¬ 
try's worthiest institutions of Darning, 
and at the same time be a fitting honor 
to the Memory of a man who in many 
fields did work which deserves everlast¬ 
ing remembrance of his countrymen." 

The University of Virginia stands for 
much more than "the culture and gen¬ 
era^ advancement of the great State 
which for half a century led the South 
and the country in the political and 
social life oi the nation." It stands for 
the most thorough, most comprehensive 
and most democratic educational meth¬ 
ods and results In America, and is so 
known not only In this country, but 
an every center of learning and jbulture 
throughout the world. When such op¬ 
ponent* of Jefferson's teachings as the 
6t. Louis paper and such harsh critics 
of his character as Theodore Roosevelt 
Join cordially In the movement to raise 
a Jefferson fund for the endowment of 
the university the time must be ripe 
for that work. 


Indianapolis, Inft., Nov. 28.—[Special,] 
—James H. Parkhurst. of Parkhurst 
Bros. & Co., a well-known manufactur¬ 
er of this city, was fined $2o0 and costs 
in the United States* Court to-day for 
using the malls with intent to defraud. 
Parkhurst lies some racing stock, and 
one of his horses was entered In the 
Gas Belt racing circuit for the season. 
One of the rules requires notice of with¬ 
drawal xi certain time before the sea¬ 
son opens, under penalty of making the 
owner pay all entry fees, whether his 
horse Is In the races or not. 

Parkhurst concluded not to race his 
horse this season, but neglected to give 
the notice. When his attention was call¬ 
ed to the fact, he caused a rubber can¬ 
celling stamp, similar to that used by 
the Government to be made, and then 
wrote a. letter which he dlated to correu 
sj*>nd to the date of the bogus stamp. 
When the secretary of the association 
received the notice of withdrawal and 
saw that the letter and postmark cor¬ 
responded, he inquired Into the cause of 
the delay of the letter, and the Govern¬ 
ment officials detected the bogus nature 
of the stamp, 

THIRTY HORSES BURNED. 

Livery Stable and Adjacent Buildings 
Destroyed At Bloomington. 

Bloomington, Ind., Nov. 28.—Thirty- 
nine driving horses were cremated In 
a fire that destroyed the large livery 
barn of Charles Ptvens and damaged 
Hughes Bros.’ lumber yard to the ex¬ 
tent of 43,000. 

There were sixty horses in the build¬ 
ing and most of them were taken out, 
but many ran hack and were burned. 
All of the vehicles were destroyed. Mr. 
Bivens’ loss Is In excess of 45,000, with 
insurance of 41,500. The building was 
owned by the Maxwell estate and Mrs. 
Lela Curry. Their loss is $2,500, with 
Insurance of 41,800. 

The fire spread to the Hughes Bros.' 
lumber yard, which suffered $3,000 dam¬ 
age. Insurance on this loss Is $2,000. 
Other property adjacent to the livery 
stable was damaged slightly. 

Murder Case On Trial. 

Bedford. Ind.. Nov 28—The Novem¬ 
ber term of the Lawrence Couirty Court 
convened this morning, with Judge Wil¬ 
son on the bench. The flrert and most 
Important case to be tried Is that of 
Dave Beasley and Henry Tow, Indicted 
by the grand Jury, charged with the 
murder of Charles and James Rout, 
brothers, who were killed at Bryants- 
ville, this county, laac fall at a gravel 
election. The trial promises to 
he one of the most excjtlng ever be¬ 
fore the Lawrence court. 

Burned To Death. 

Paoll, Ind., Nov. 28.—[Special J—The 
body of James Bonty, an epileptic, was 
burned to death at his home near 
Stampers creek, this county. Bonty 
lived alone and neighbors saw hits 
dwellings on fire and hurried there to 
find the body enveloped in flames. 
Water was thrown on the prostrate 
form of Bonty and kept it from being 
burned to ashes. 

Acquitted By Jury. 

Columbus, lnd„ Nov. 28.—The Jury 
In the case of George Hayes, charged 
with the murder of Brice Burns, 
brought In u verdict of not guilty. 

Burns was a delegate to the Repub¬ 
lican county convention. August 13. and 
was killed in a drunken brawl In the 
Klondike saloon. David Wagner was 
first tried and acquitted at the last 
term of court. 

Pastor For Over Twenty Years. 

Madison, Ind.. Nov. 28.—[Special.]— 
The New Albany Presbytery met here 
this afternoon and dissolved the pas¬ 
toral reflation between the Rev. J. H. 
Barnard/D. D.. arid the Second Presby¬ 
terian church. The doctor will preach 
his closing sermon Sunday after over 
twenty years’ pastorate.

A conference lias been arranged be¬ 
tween representatives of the Louisville 
Railway Company and a committee 
from the Louisville Federation of La¬ 
bor. the latter styling itself a “com¬ 
mittee on street-railway Improvement." 
The purpose of this conference, which 
will be held Saturday, Is to talk over 
demands made by the laboring people 
of Louisville for a 3-cent rate during 
four hours of the day In the summer 
season. 

Several weeks ago the Louisville Fed¬ 
eration of Labor took up the subject 
of cheaper street-car fares, and the 
committee, composed at that time of 
six members, was appointed. Since the 
selection of the committee four addi¬ 
tional members have been added, the 
committee being Increased to ten mem¬ 
bers. A few days ago a request for a 
conference was communicated to the 
railway company and a reply was re¬ 
ceived, agreeing to a friendly confer¬ 
ence. In addition to the 3-cenLfare the 
committee stlso asks that a universal 
transfer system be Installed. 

The status of the situation was re¬ 
ported nt last night’s meeting of the 
Federation of Labor and Saturday was 
fixed as the date of the conference.

TEN ALARMS 


In vigorous manner E. J. McDermott 
briefly related the experience of the 
committee from the Commercial Club 
upon the recent meeting with the Cap¬ 
itol Commission in Frankfort. He told 
how the idea had been given abroad 
that there might be some effort behind 
the apparently Innocent measure to 
cause the removal of the capital from 
Frankfort. He then offered a reaolu- 
tlon. which was unanimously carried, 
pledging the Commercial Club to op- 
post any attmept to remove the capital 
from Frankfort. 

Col. J. Stoddard Johnston, whose 
knowledge of the State’s mineral re¬ 
sources and geological formations was 
of value, addressed the assemblage 
upon this comparatively neglected fea¬ 
ture of development. Kentucky, said 
Col. Johnston, and the vicinity of 
Louisville possess many mineral sub¬ 
stances which have lately grown to be 
of great importance, among them Dev¬ 
onian black shale, natural rock cement 
and Portland cement. Especially In 
the neighborhood of Louisville, where 
there are both railway and water 
tmnsport.itIon, the ingredients of Port¬ 
land cement are available in almost 
inexhaustible quantities. Other and 
neighboring States, he said, have far 
exceeded Kentucky In the development 
of these natural riches. After pre¬ 
senting figures to prove his assertions 
he closed, hoping that this state of af¬ 
fairs would not tong endufe. 

• • • 

Better Streets and Sewers. 


The movement for a new system of 
sewers and the bond measure, defeated 
at the polls, which sought to provide 
means for the carrying out of this 
much-needed reform, were brought to 
the attention of the meeting. It was 
urged by N. M. Url that the citizens 
get together upon aome common ground 
which will permit the fulfillment of 
this project. Mr. Uri and others said 
that they would far rather have seen 
some law providing for these new sew¬ 
ers now^ in effect than to have one 
which, In their opinion was not ade¬ 
quate. In defeat. It was the sentiment 
that expense was not to be spared, hut 
that the fund created should be placed 
In the hands of a commission selected 
Impartially and with regard to Integ¬ 
rity. honesty and ability. The matter 
of forming such a commission was re¬ 
ferred to the directors of the Commer¬ 
cial Club with Instructions to report at 
a future meeting.

Need of University. 


The last subject to be discussed and 
hy no means the least in Importance 
was the need of a university in Louis¬ 
ville. K. W. Bingham. Prof. R. P. 
Halleck. A. S. Braudels and C. O. Stoll 
were assigned to this subject and did 
It full Justice. Mr. Bingham, who Is 
chairman of a committee of the Com¬ 
mercial Club having this matter In 
charge, made a splendid plea for such 
an institution fund offered practical 
suggestions. As chairman of the com¬ 
mittee he has conferred with faculty 
members of every medical school In 
Louisville and said that with but one 
exception they w ere willing to combine 
and become a part of such an institu¬ 
tion as is planned for Louisville. It 
was pointed out that a Louisville uni¬ 
versity has already a big start in that 
medical, dental, theological and othe* 
colleges are now established. What Is 
needed Is the Intermediate step be¬ 
tween the high school and the college— 
the academic course.

No. 2 Engine Company Makes a Rec¬ 
ord Run—Slight Injury To 
W. M. Harris.

ANTI-IMPERIALISTS 

ARE REACHING OUT. 


THEY ATTEMPTED BLACKMAIL 


AND FOLLOWED IT WITH OTH¬ 
ER OUTRAGES. 


DETECTIVES ARE 'BAFFLED. 


St. Paul. Minn., Nov. 23.—[Special.] 
—Foiled in Its daring attempt to levy 
$100,000 by blackmailing the Canadian 
Pacific and Canadian Northern rail¬ 
ways. an organized gang of desper¬ 
adoes. It Is believed. Is fulfilling threats 
to blow up the lines at different points 
In the Canadian Northwest. Poiioe au¬ 
thorities also attribute several hold¬ 
ups and similar outrages to these men. 
So completely have they hidden nil 
trace of their Identity that travel by 
rail has become dangerous. Police 
private detectives and secret service 
men of the railroads are baffled. 

On August 4th, G. J. Bury. General 
Superintendent of the Canadian Puclrtc 
and A. A. James. General Manager of 
the Canadian Northern at Winnipeg, 
received the following letter post¬ 
marked Winnipeg and unsigned: 

Wo are tn need of $lft,00o and have de¬ 
cided to hold up the Canadian Pacific and 
Cuntulian Northern to the tune of $50.W> 
each. If you decide to treat with ns 
you will place on your South train white 
markers Instead of green. 

The executive agents derided not to 
take any notice of the demand. How¬ 
ever, precautions were taken and spe¬ 
cial detectives were sent out with each 
train. 

On August 17th both railway officials 
again received a communication sim¬ 
ilar to the first, but more threatening. 

Again in the latLer part of August, 
a third letter, “a final warning," was 
received. wWch read: 

Seeing yon do not agree to our terms, 
thl* Is final warning, and if signals are 
not displayed as we asked to be, we will 

then notify the public and then h- 

with your road. 

Greater efforts were then made to 
run down the gang, but nothing has 
been effected, and wrecks and hold-ups, 
wine involving loss of life, have been 
committed. 

The first of these occurred September 
1, when a train conveying I»rd Mljno. 
the Late Governor General, and party 
was wrecked at Slnta Luts, by running 
•into an openswltch and colliding with a 
freight train. Five persons were killed 
outright and many others were Injured. 

September 11, the Canadian Pacific 
Transcontinental train was hvltl up by 
two armed men at Mission Junction 
and several thousand dollars was 
taken. 

Many other attempts have been made 
to wreck different trains, but some 
have been frustrated. 

TRADE RELATIONS 


BETWEEN UNITED STATES AND 
CANADA ARE DISCUSSED. 


BANQUET OF CANADIAN CLUB 


Resolves Itself Into An International 
Debate With Eminent Speak¬ 
ers Taking Part. 


Boston, Nov. 28.—The New England 
Anti-Imperialist League to-day voted 
to change the name to “The Antl-Im- 
perHaJisf League.” Vice presidents 
were elected from various States and 
a large local executive committee whs 
chosen. The business was transacted 
at an adjourned annual meeting ot 
which the treasurer also reported a 
balance of $174 and the secretary that 
more than 100,000 copies of publications 
had been circulated. 

The following clause was made a 
port of the constitution: 

The* league demand* for all people un¬ 
der the United States Government the 
rights guaranteed by the Constitution. 
It# object Is by all proper moans to tip* 
nose na Inconsistent with American Meals 
the forcible extension of the sovereignty 
of the United Start*?* over foreign jt-eopl^a 
and in particular to work constantly for 
the early and complete Independence of 
the Philippine Island* 


RELIGIOUS PROCESSIONS 
ARE PROHIBITED IN CUBA. 


Havana. Nov. 28—The Houee to-day 
by a vote of 37 to 10 passed the bill 
prohibiting religious procession.* in the 
streets. There were spirited speeches 
against any enactment having a sem¬ 
blance of the curtailment nt religious 
liberty, but the majority contended that 
it was not proper to force a spectacular 
form of worship upon the people by 
parading It in the streets. 

Three Bad Men Arrested. 

Danville, III., Nov. 28.—The three men 
who yesterday termrized the city and 
fatally shot Frank Holycrosts during a 
fight In a restaurant, were arrested to, 
day at Hoppeston. They gave th-/V 
names as John L.. William H. and Mil¬ 
ton F. Compton, claiming to be broth¬ 
ers. Two of the men admitted shooting 
Holycross. 


Roaton, Nov. 28 —The sixth annual 
banquet of the Canadian Club of Bos¬ 
ton at t)hr Hotel Vend >me to-night re¬ 
solve dltself Into an international de¬ 
bate on the reciprocal trade relation* 
between the United States and Oajvada, 
Hon. George E. Foster, M. P., from 
North Ontario, one of the leaders of the 
CV»OBervatiive party, of Canada* oppos¬ 
ing the doctrine championed by Eugene 
N. Foss and others. The banquet was 
attended by 150 former residents of the 
Dominion. 

Mir. Foster, who formerly was Inti¬ 
mately associated with the late Sir John 
A. Macdonald and later assisted Joseph 
Chamberlain in spreading the protection 
pro| *agand»a! through England, was 
greeted with great applause when he 
ro®e to speak. He said tn p*nt: 

’’Before I oarne to the banquet I was 
told that I would be expected to speak 
on reciprocity. What Is absolutely a 
dead question with us Is very much 
alive with you. 

“During my term of service with the 
Conservative party and while a mem¬ 
ber of the Canadian Government I 
made two or three pilgrimages to 
Washington, and begged your Senators 
and Representatives to grant us recip¬ 
rocal trade relatione. I failed In my 
mission every time. Arul now that the 
question Is dead with ur it has been 
raised from Its grave by some of you 
Americans.” 

’’Canada,” said the speaker, in con¬ 
clusion. “has passed from the provincial 
to the national stage, and frerm the na¬ 
tional to the Imperialistic. At present 
Canada Is a great part In the world¬ 
wide empire, nnd we Intend to give the 
mother country and the colonies the 
benefit of our product* and our trade, 
rather than negotiate a treaty that will! 
give a favored nation’ preference to our 
own kindred.” 

Eugene N. Foss. who was then Intro¬ 
duced. made a plea for reciprocal rela¬ 
tions with the Dominion.

Adtmil'nai Dewey will probably not be 
the American member of the North sea 
tribunal. When the suggestion was 
first made that the UniHed States be 
Invited to aid in rrtjraighteulng out the 
con trove ray. the Admiral's name tvas 
mentioned' by nearly every one for the 
important assignment. The suggestion 
met with his approval for a time, but 
he has reasons which seem to him to be 
of enough Importance to preclude him 
from the list eligible*. 

He would outrank til other members 
of the 'board, and by etiquette would 
be made preadding officer. The con¬ 
troversy Involves Issues of greut im¬ 
portance which may materially affect. 
If not seriously Impair, the relations 
between Great Britain and Russia. The 
possibility of the attitude of this Gov¬ 
ernment being misinterpreted through 
some ruling of the AdmiraJ as presiding 
officer ha»s led Tht? Admiral to express 
the opinion to officials of the State De¬ 
partment that he should not be con¬ 
sidered in connection with the appoint¬ 
ment. The objections have impressed 
the State Department authorgies, and 
they agree with the Admiral. 

Some officer of the navy of tower 
rank, some Rear Admiral, who could 
ait upon the tribunal wit hoot danger 
of being chouwm its presiding officer, 
probably will be designated. 

A Denial From Von Buelow. 

London, Nov. 29.—The Nineteenth 
Century, in its December Lssue, has an 
interesting Interview \v4th Chancellor 
von Buelow on Anglo-German rela¬ 
tions. Count von Buelow declares that 
he is and always has been the friend of 
England, and denies explicitly the ru¬ 
mors that Germany warned Admiral 
Rojestvensky of the possible proximity 
of Japanese torpedo boaU in European 
waters.

The first step In the organization of 
the city for the great revival which the 
Ministerial Association Intends to be¬ 
gin In February was taken yesterday 
when a "call to prayer" was Issued by 
the ministers who Intend to take part 
In the movement. From now until the 
beginning of the revival the ministers 
will devote themselves to pref>aring 
their congregations, and appropriate 
sermons at the church services will be 
supplemented by personal colls, cot¬ 
tage pTnyer-meetings and every other 
means by which Interest In the great 
evangelistic movement can be created. 

The Executive Committee yesterday 
recommended to the Genera! Committee 
a plan of organization which will prob¬ 
ably be adopted: The city will he di¬ 
vided Into districts, and the ministers 
of the churches in each district. Irre¬ 
spective of denomination, will meet to- 


; gether and formulate plans for the best 
method of pushing the evangelistic 
campaign In that particular district. 
In some Instances pulpits may be ex¬ 
changed. and when conditions Justify 
ft large halls may be rented and union 
services held. 

• • • 

To Secure Dr. Calhoun. 


The committee recommended that 
when the preliminary work being done 
by khe local ministers was completed, 
the Rev. J. p. Calhoun, of Pittsburg, 
who organized the successful revival In 
th&it city, should be secured to take 
Charge of the general movement here. 
He will be empowered to secure the 
services of probably ten other evangel¬ 
ists. and nightly services will be held 
In many parts of the city. 

The revival as planned is to be the 
greatest ever conducted In Louisville, 
and will have wider scope than even 
the famous Moody - campaign of the 
early 80s. when the distinguished evan¬ 
gelist preached nightly In this city. The 
ministers of every Protestant denomi¬ 
nation will be urged to join with the 
members of the Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion In the revival, and the movement 
will be strictly interdenominational. 

The Rev. Mr. Calhoun is now in Cali¬ 
fornia. where he is engaged in evan¬ 
gelistic work that will occupy him for 
several months. When In New Albany 
three weeks ago he told the Louisville 
ministers that he would come here if 
they needed him. His conduct of the 
Pittsburg revival attructed Attention all 
over the world, and his congregation 
gave him a year’s leave of absence to 
engage In evangelistic work. In the 
PiLLsburg revival 10,000 persons profess¬ 
ed conversion and 6.000 of the number 
Identified themselves with the churches 
of the city. Of the other 4,000 many 
were transients In Pittsburg.

?»in Hancock street, swore out a war- 
rent for the arrest of W. M. Morion. An 
insurance agent living In the sam** 
house, charging disorderly conduct. 
Mrs. lto$enhauni reported to the police 
several days ago that Morton had be<-n 
making life inferable for her. Mr?. 
ItoKcnbaum \yh* recently arrested on a 
sfmilat- charge preferred by Morton. 


Fearing that he would be assassinat¬ 
ed by a man who he thought was a ma¬ 
niac, John Brooks, a farmer living on 
the Third-street road, was forced to 
pass the greater part of a night be¬ 
hind a barricaded door of his home 
holding a pistol in one hand and with 
the other attempting to stop the flow 
of blood from a wound in his Jaw 
The wound was inflicted by Charles 
Vestel, who had shot at him three 
times. The adventure of Mr. Brooks 
came out In the trial of Vestel on a 
charge of malicious shooting, which 
took place in Magistrate Fegenbush’a 
court yesterday afternoon. The war¬ 
rant was sworn out by Mrs. Martha 
Brooks and Vestel was dismissed. 
Magistrate Fegenbush believing bis 
rnind wus unbalanced when he shot at 
Brooks. 

According to the story brought out at 
the trial. Vestel appeared at the Brooks 
home shortly before midnight. Afier 
hammering on the door for several 
moments he said: 

“John, the robbers have raided Gus 
Oelke's saloon. 1 killed three of them 
and my cartridges are gone from my 
pistol. Will you give me some more.’’ 
» • • 

Fought Single-Handed. 

Highly excited. Brooks leaped from 
his bed and, going below stairs, allowed 
Vestel to enter. The latter was only 
half clothed, and. although the night 
was cold, wore no hat or coat and only 
one shoe. He rapidly recited an ex¬ 
citing adventure to Brooks, saying that 
a dozen men had raided Oelke's place 
and that he had fought them until his 
cartridges gnve out and had succeeded 
In killing three <*f them. He carried 
a pistol In his hand which held nothing 
but empty shells. 

Brooks hastened to get fresh cart¬ 
ridges and when his pistol was loaded 
Vestel seemed inclined to remain 
awhile instead of returning instantly 
as he had at first Intended. 

”1 have been In trouble pH day.” he 
finally said. ”1 was pursued by a thou¬ 
sand Indians this afternoon. The rob¬ 
bers came a little while ago and I had 
an awful fight. Is there any one In 
the house? 1 hope not. for I am afraid 
they will follow me here and we will 
have to fight them. There they are 
now.” and. with a shriek. Vestel turned 
toward the rear of the house and fired 
his pistol into the darkness. 

More frightened than ever. Brooks 
opened the door and attempted to put 
Vestel out, and. as l»e did so. the lat¬ 
ter turned upon him and fired a second 
time. The bullet struck Brooks in the 
jaw and ran around his neck. Inflict¬ 
ing a painful wound. Hastily throt¬ 
tling Vestel, Brooks succeeded in push¬ 
ing him out side the house and barred 
the door. He secured his pistol. 

* • • 

Vestel Fires Again. 

He had hardly returned to the door 
when Vestel fired a third time, the bul¬ 
let crashing through the door. Draw¬ 
ing u chair to his ala Brooks grasped 
his pistol In one hand and with the 
other attempted to stop the flow of 
blood, which v‘ame spurting from the 
gash in his cheek. In this pogitlon, with 
die chair propped under the door knob, 
Brooks spent the entire night, while 
Vestel wandered around the outside of 
the house, never uttering a threat but 
continuing to fire his pistol until the 
cartridges were discharged. 

Vestel finally disappeared and when 
the grounds about the building were 
searched the next morning his pistol 
was found beneath a crock «*f poitUo 
peelings, where he had attempted to 
hide It. Brooks became seriously HI 
from the effects of the wound and ihe 
long vigil he kept before the barricaded 
door, and Is still In u serious condition. 
A wound nearly two inches in diameter 
was made In his Jaw by the bullet from 
Vestel’s gun.

Vestel Charged With Lunacy. 


Sidney J. Snook, Chief Deputy In the 
office of C. M. Barnett, Surveyor of 
Customs In the local port, sat at his 
desk yesterday drawing pen pictures 
of a baby face. He was found ap¬ 
parently in a hypnotized state yester¬ 
day afternoon, with his eyes fixed upon 
the rough sketch, and a broad smile 
playing over his face. “What Is :t. 
Hid?’’ asked a friend, and It was neces¬ 
sary fur the questioner to repeat the 
interrogation and to arouse Mr. Snook 
from his reverie by touching him gent¬ 
ly on the shoulder. 

“Oh. mHliing,’’ replied Mr. Snook, as 
he folded the sketch from view, 

“Let's see that specimen of pen 
sketching,’* Insisted his friend. 

Taking the piece of paper from his 
hand, the Inquisitive friend looked Into 
the face of u little girl and written 
under the sketch was the mime “Hu¬ 
sh nne.” 

“Who Is Susanne. Sid?” 

“That la Miss Susanne Snook, sir, 
since you must know—she was born 
yesterday.” 

Tin* explanation was sufficient nnd | 
the inquisitive friend was told how 
pretty and sweet and precious is little 
Busanne. the “prettiest baby In the 
world.” 


Immediately after th« report of the 
shooting gained circulation Vestel was 
arrested and charged with lunacy. He 
was released In County Court on this 
charge, because sufficient proof was 
not brought '*ue to the fact that his 
mind was unbalanced. Soon after his 
release Mrs. Brooks swore out the war¬ 
rant for his arrest charging malicious 
shooting, and h!s trial came up in 
Magistrate Fegenbush's court yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

Although comparatively a young 
man. Vestel, it is said, has been af¬ 
flicted with hallucinations of different 
character for several years, and his 
dismissal yesterday afternoon wim due 
to this fact, as not a line of evidence 
could be secured to prove that the 
shooting was done with malicious In¬ 
tent. On several occasions Vestel is 
said to hove run miles, thtnklng that 
he was being pursued by Indians or 
robbers, and has often told stories to 
the effect that he has killed whole 
armies of men. Ills friends say. 

It Is understood that Vestel will 
again be arrested and tried for lunacy, 
as Dr. W. H. Coleman has examined 
him and announced that, although he 
is of a sound rnind at times, he is 
subject to hallucinations and his mind 
is partially unbalanced.
